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APPENDIX 

Notes  and  Memorabilia 


Dr.  Erich  Simenauer  (VI,C,3)  Berlin  psychoanalyst,  compiled  this  Simenauer  Genealogy  prior  to  WWII 
He  had  a  psychiatric  clinic  in  Berlin,  which  the  Nazis  took  from  him.  He  emigrated  to,  and  practiced  in, 
Nicosia,  Cyprus,  and  later  Tanzania,  Africa.  After  the  war  he  returned  to  Berlin  where  he  was  reinstated  in 
the  Institute  of  Psychiatry  and  had  many  of  his  writings  on  psychology  published.  He  also  authored  the 
foreword  and  biography  of  Rainer  Maria  Rilke  (translated  into  English  and  available  in  the  Fifth  Avenue  & 
42nd  St.  Branch  of  the  New  York  Public  Library  ).  Dr.  Simenauer  died  in  1986  and  is  buried  in  Berlin. 

•  PLEASE  NOTE:  None  of  the  descendants  of  the  Simon  Simenauer  listed  on  page  1,  3  b.  1)-  8)  is 
listed  in  I-X  of  the  genealogy,  although  there  must  have  been  many.  This  Simon  is  not  the  same 
Simon  as  the  one  listed  in  X  on  page  18  of  the  Genealogy.. 

PLEASE  ALSO  NOTE:   It  is  reasonable  to  conclude  that  there  exist  far  more  Simenauer/ 
Simmenauer  descendents  than  those  listed  in  I  -  X,  Peter  Christopher  Simmenauer,  e.g.,  being 
one  of  them.  His  lineage  is,  therefore,  attributable  to  Moritz  Simenauer  and  his  daughter,  Kaethe 
Simenauer  of  Breslau  (see  p.  1  (3,6,  ii)). 

•  Nathan  Simenauer  (H.A.):  Several  of  Nathan's  sisters  are  not  listed  in  the  Genealogy,  such  as, 
e  g:  Rosa  Zweig,  the  mother  of  author/playwright  Arnold  Zweig  (The  Case  of  Sergeant  Grischa 
(catalogued  in  the  U.S.  Library  of  Congress),  Education  Before  Verdun,  both  still  available  at  the 
42nd  Street  Public  Library,  New  York  City,  etc.;  and  his  correspondence  with  Siegmund  Freud 
(listed  in  the  Fifth  Avenue  &  42nd  Street,  New  York  City  Library  computer,  but  not  available), 
translated  into  English  and  published  in  Great  Britain,  Canada  and  the  United  States.  Arnold's 
father  and  Stefan  Zweig's  father  were  brothers.  Arnold  went  to  Palestine  in  the  1930fs  and  lived  in 
Haifa  where  he  died  in  the  mid-1960's.  Stefan  emigrated  to  Brazil  and  there  committed  suicide 
with  his  wife  in  the  early  1940's. 

The  other  sisters  of  Nathan  not  listed  are:  Klara  Markgraf,  who  survived  the  concentration  camp, 
outliving  her  Aryan  husband,  and  who  dd.  in  the  1960's  at  almost  age  91  in  Frankfurt.  He  was  an 
auditor  of  the  Dresdner  Bank  in  Frankfurt,  A.M.  Their  son,  Fritz  Markgraf,  retired,  also  worked 
for  the  Dresdner  Bank,  has  children  and  is  said  to  be  living  in  the  Frankfurt  area;  Elfie  Niendorf 
(2nd  marriage  to  Dr.  Niendorf);  Elsa  Bandman  (one  son,  Hans,  last  known  to  be  living  in 
Hamburg);  Hedwig  (one  daughter);  and  Martha  Rosenzweig  (daughter  Gisela).  None  of  the 
sisters  could  be  alive  any  longer.  The  whereabouts  of  their  children  are  not  known. 

•  Wilfred  (born  Wolfgang)  Simenauer  (VII,  C,  1 .,  a.)  is  a  professional  retired  concert  cellist  who 
played  principal  cello  in  orchestras  in  London,  Liverpool,  Sydney  and  New  Zealand,  as  well  as 
solo  broadcasts,  quartets  and  concertos  for  43  years.  He  lives  in  Wellington,  New  Zealand,  and 
has  actually  recently  visited  Simmenau  (now  Szymonkow  —  although  listed  in  the  1965  World 
Book  Atlas  as  "Szymanow,  Poland"  situated  between  Breslau  and  Oppeln),  the  place  after  which 
the  family  was  named.

©         Wolfgang  Peter  Simenauer  (II,A?2),ii) )  became  a  professional  musician  and  soloist  at  age  1 1 . 
He  won  the  International  Mozarteum  for  clarinet  at  1 8  and  joined  the  Israel  Philharmonic  after 
auditioning  for  Leonard  Bernstein  in  195 1 .  In  1959  he  joined  the  New  York  Philharmonic  as 
Associate  First  Principal  Clarinetist  and  Solo  E-Flat  Clarinetist  after  auditioning  for  Dimitri 
Dimitropolous.  He  also  was  a  member  of  the  Philharmonic's  Woodwind  Ensemble  and  on  the 
faculties  of  the  Mannes  School  of  Music  and  Montclair  College  of  Music  and  taught  Master 
Classes.  Peter  is  accomplished  on  the  violin  and  saxophone,  as  well.  He  retired  in  1998. 

©        An  Edith  (Judith)  Simenauer  resided  in  Israel.  The  transcriber  met  her  in  the  early  1 950's.  She 
said  her  family  came  from  the  Frankfurt  area.  She  may  be  a  descendant  of  Elias  Simenauer  (page 
2,  7) ). 

•  A  Fritz  Simenauer  (wife  Kaethe)  resided  in  New  York  City.  The  transcriber  knew  him  in  the  mid- 
1 950's.  He  also  was  from  the  Frankfurt  area  and  dd.  in  his  80's  in  the  1960's.  A  son  died  in 
infancy  in  Frankfurt.  Oscar  &  Ruth  Simenauer  knew  him  quite  well.  He  may  have  been  a 
descendant  of  Elias  Simenauer  (page  2,  7)  ). 

•  The  renowned  conductor,  Wilhelm  Steinberg,  was  the  cousin  of  Kurt  Simenauer's  ((VIII,C,  1 .) 
mother-in-law.  He  assisted  Arturo  Toscanini  when  he  came  to  conduct  the  opening  concert  of  the 
Palestine  Philharmonic  Orchestra. 


•  An  article  in  the  June  3,  1998  issue  of  Aufbau  (Literature)  states  that  Arnold  Zweig's  heretofore 
1939  unpublished  essays,  Das  Alpenwerk,  are  about  to  be  published  in  two  volumes  in  Berlin, 
covering,  among  other  political  and  social  topics,  his  reason  for  emigrating  to  Palestine,  and  also 
his  Freundschaft  mit  Freud  (Friendship  with  Freud).  The  section  displays  two  photographs  of 
Zweig.  Das  Alpenwerk  was  originally  scheduled  to  be  published  in  1939  by  McGraw  Hill,  U.S.A.

Compiling  the  information  to  augment  and  update  Dr.  Erich  Simenauer's  pre-World  War  II 
Simenauer/Simmenauer  family  genealogy  was,  indeed,  a  privilege  and  a  labor  of  love.  I  did  my  utmost  to 
adhere  as  closely  as  possible  to  the  original  German  version  of  the  genealogy  and  to  record  and  interpret,  to 
extent  possible,  additional  data  provided  me  via  correspondence  and  responses  to  questionnaires.

Time  and  again  your  concern  about  us  becomes  apparent  and  you  will  soon  have  the 
opportunity  to  practically  apply  your  love  for  us.  The  time  is  growing  closer  when  we  will  have 
to  pack  our  suitcases,  although  I  would  rather  not  now  express  our  feelings  with  regard  to  that. 
This  is  something  that  we  must  put  off  for  another  time.  Today's  letter,  as  well  as  those  to 
follow,  will  primarily  deal  with  practical  matters  which  I  begin  herewith. 

Foremost:  Freight.  We  will  have  freight  through  Knauer  for  approximately  300.00  Marks 
less;  in  other  words,  for  only  about  1,100.00  Marks  We  are  toying  with  the  idea  of  having  items, 
such  as  machines  and  other  less  frequently  utilized  items  (such  as  furniture,  carpeting,  dinnerware, 
etc  )  sent  to  Australia  direct.  From  our  point  of  view,  it  will  be  difficult  to  come  up  with  the 
expenses  for  necessary  additional  items  such  as  hand  baggage  (wardrobe,  underwear/linens)  to  be 
transported  from  port  to  destination.  Additionally,  the  travel-time  of  the  lift  from  Sch.  /  Schlesien 
(Silesia) J  to  A.  [Australia]  is  of,  at  least,  three  months'  duration  and  would,  naturally,  be 
connected  with  unnecessary  expenses  We  could  somehow  manage  to  get  by  during  our, 
hopefully,  short  remaining  time  in  Sch.  Gerda  will  find  something  and  I  will  try  to  put  my 
tailoring  experience  to  use  for  necessary  income.  Mother  will  have  the  housekeeping  to  take  care 
of  You  could  have  the  lift  remain  in  the  port  or  have  it  put  in  storage.  Please  think  this  over  and 
write  us.  In  the  card  we  sent  you,  you  will  learn  that  we  had  to  vacate  our  flat,  which,  naturally, 
brought  about  changes  in  our  living  accommodations  In  any  case,  we  want  to  have  the  lift  items 
readied  for  customs  clearance  and  crating  in  order  to  get  it  moving.  We  will  also  need  to  know 
the  exact  location  the  lift  will  be  going  to.  I  will  inform  you  of  our  new  address  As  I  already 
wrote  you,  Gerda  will  definitely  come  with  us.  We  have  discussed  this  at  length  and  it  will, 
therefore,  be  your  task  to  also  requisition  entry  for  Gerda.  You  may  have  to  get  her  a  temporary 
position  in  order  for  her  to  gain  entry.  We  are  unclear  as  to  your  understanding  regarding  the 
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funds  problem.  There  is  nothing  forthcoming  to  us  from  any  source  and  we  are  limited  to  only 
tour  dollars  per  person  upon  leaving.  We  do  not  believe  that  we  wiii  be  getting  aid  from  any 
society  or  organization.  The  fee  for  the  passage  is,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  non-negotiable. 
But  this  is  not  our  main  concern  just  now,  because  we  are  hopeful  that  something  from  the  other 
side,  or  en  route,  will  be  forthcoming.   In  my  last  letter  I  asked  you  whether  you  could  obtain 
visas  for  us  from  the  Chinese  consul.  It  seems  it  is  easier  to  get  passage  to  there  [China]  if  one 
has  a  visa.  Additionally,  there  are  other  advantages  to  this.  The  Dutch  Consulate  is  said  to  be 
amenable  to  helping.  Please  inquire  of  Amsterdam  with  regard  to  this.  We  are  still  eager  to 
obtain  passage.  Those  in  Munich  have  had  favorable  results,  although  it  is  not  yet  known  just 
when  they  can  leave.  In  any  case,  we  are  ready  to  undertake  our  departure  at  any  time. 

We  will  have  your  pictures  ready  shortly  and  you  can  count  on  receipt  of  them  soon. 
Also,  the  books  will  leave  shortly.  I  will  mail  your  things  franked  in  high-denomination  postage 
stamps  from  which  I  hope  you  will  be  able  to  derive  benefit.  Have  you  already  received  the  parcel 
from  Walter?  This  will  be  all  for  today  Do  not  let  us  wait  too  long  with  your  reply.  Continue  to 
stay  well.

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My  beloved,  good  lad, 

My  heartfelt  thanks  for  your  letter  with  best  wishes  for  my  birthday.  Because  your  letter 
did  not  arrive  in  time,  we  thought  that  you  might  have  forgotten  your  old  mother.  You  write  of 
radiant  sunshine  and  splendid  days  We  cannot  state  likewise.  Here  it  rains  from  morning  till  night 
and  it  is  cold,  which  does  nothing  to  enhance  one's  mood.  Vati  [Dad]  has  informed  you  of  the 
situation.   You  did  not  respond  to  my  question  with  regard  to  what  the  package  that  you  had  sent 
us  contained.  Even  though  we  never  received  it,  we  are  very  curious.  We  are  pleased  to  learn 
that  you  are  learning  to  drive.  One  can  never  know  too  much.  We  have  just  been  able  to  sell  our 
bedroom  set,  although  it  was  not  at  the  price  agreed  upon.  Surely  something  will  be  found.  The 
Gesslers  must  also  liquidate  their  lodgings  by  October  latest.  It  is  an  unpleasant  task..  Auntie 
Emmy  has  become  very  rickety  and  Uncle  Max  has  difficulty  walking.  The  Hepners  also  went 
through  a  lot.  The  brother  of  Mrs.  Hepner,  who  used  to  be  the  owner  of  A.  Schaeffer,  Ring, 
jumped  from  a  window  and  died.  I  am  sure  you  can  imagine  the  consequences  of  such  a  stressful 
situation.  Tomorrow  we  will  look  for  a  room  and  hope  to  find  something  soon.  If  only  we  can 
have  passage  soon.  It  is  not  nice  here  any  longer  when  one  no  longer  has  a  decent  place  to  live 
with  facilities  for  cooking.  Yes,  it  is  a  blessing  that  we  have  so  much  inner  peace  which  makes  it 
easier  to  cope.  Above  all,  to  be  able  to  work  again  and  rest  ones  bones  is  all  we  really  need.  We 
hope  that  that  shall  soon  come  to  pass.   Now,  about  Elle.  Elle  is  with  us  till  the  end  of  the 
month,  but  only  half  days.  For  the  mother  it  must  be  a  relief  Her  suffering  greatly  affected  those 
around  her.  As  usual,  Elle  sacrificed  herself.  On  the  1st,  she  will  go  to  the  tailor  Bethke  on 
Goethe  Street.  I  believe  you  know  him,  too.  She  always  says,  "When  you  are  all  in  Australia  you 
can  send  for  me  "  I  promised  here  we  would.  So,  I  will  close,  as  this  letter  should  be  on  its  way.

Heldentöchter 
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Uber  Antifaschisten  wurde  etliches 
geschrieben,  doch  wie  die  Kinder  von 
Widerstandskämpferinnen  und 
Widerstandskämpfern  den  Terror  der  Nazi- 
Zeit,  Verhaftung  und  Ermordung  der  Eltern 
erlebten,  welche  Spuren  es  bei  ihnen 
hinterließ  -  dieser  Korrtplex  war  bisher  kein 
Thema.  Die  Bonner  Autorin  Antje 
Dertinger.  die  schon  vor  Jahren  mit 
Veröffentlichungen  zur  Arbeiterbewegung 
und  zum  Widerstand  bekannt  wurde,  hat 
sich  an  die  Töchter  von 
Widerstandskämpfern  gewandt:  nicht  um 
die  Geschichte  der  Eltern  zu  rekonstruieren, 
sondern  um  die  Erlebnisse  der  Kinder  zu 
beleuchten  und  aufzuzeichnen,  wie  diese 
die  Erfahrungen  verarbeiten  konnten.  Das 
vorliegende  Buch  stellt  zwölf  sehr  ver- 
schiedene Frauen  vor,  die  als  sechszig-  bis 
achtzigjährige  zu  den  letzten  Zeitzeugen 
gehören. 

Die  Frauen,  die  aus  unterschiedlichen 
politischen  und  sozialen  Milieus  stammen 
und  nach  1949  jeweils  aus  Überzeugung  in 
einem  der  beiden  deutschen  Staaten 
blieben,  haben  der  Autorin  in  langen 
Gesprächen  ihre  Erlebnisse  und 
Erfahrungen  anvertraut.  Antje  Dettinger 
schaffte  es,  sich  in  die  Frauen  einzufühlen. 
Dabei  wurden  ihr  schmerzhafte 
Erinnerungen  offenbar:  Gefühle  und  Äng- 
ste während  der  Verhaftung  und  —  in 
mehreren  Fällen  —  die  Ermordung  von 
Vater  oder  Mutter.  Die  Berichte  werden 


ergänzt  durch  Fotos  un 
Familienaufnahmen,  die  uns  die  Schicksa 
der  Betroffenen  noch  näher  bringen.  Dab 
wird  deutlich,  daß  es  sich  um  Mensche 
handelt,  die  aus  Überzeugung  gegen  de 
Nazi-Staat  kämpften,  um  ihren  Kindern  ei 
menschenwürdigeres  Leben  z 
ermöglichen.  Das  Überwinden  ihrer  An« 
ste  macht  sie  zu  Helden  -  und  nicht  ihi 
Hochstilisierung  aus  politischen  Gründen. 

Die  Frauen,  die  sich  Antje  Dertingt 
anvertrauten,  sind  bislang  kaum  bekann 
Doch  dies  ist  kein  Makel  und  nichi  d< 
entscheidende  Punkt.  Wichtig  ist  jede 
einzelne  Schicksal,  das  die  "Heldentöchier 
auch  über  weltanschauliche  und  sozial 
Schranken  hinweg  miteinander  verbinde 
So  werden  die  Prinzessinnen  zu  Löwenstei 
vorgestellt,  aber  auch  die  Tochter  von  Rut 
Werner,  die  für  den  sowjetische 
Nachrichtendienst  arbeitete,  Greta  Wehnc 
erinnert  sich  liebevoll  an  ihren  Vater  Caj 
Burmester,  der  von  den  Nazis  ermorde 
wurde,  als  sie  zehn  Jahre  all  war.  Jede  de 
zwölf  Frauen  spricht  mit  Liebe  und  Respel 
von  ihren  Eltern,  die  für  die  Kinder  ei 
Leben  in  Frieden  und  Freiheit  wünschler 
dafür  Gefahren  auf  sich  nahmen  un 
verfolgt  wurden.
